an exhaustive investigation and pur- 
suant to a resolution passed by the 
senate nearly a year ago, the federal 
trade commission today issued a pre- 
liminary report setting forth the 
causes for the marked decline in the 
price of cotton in the years 192U and 
1921, when it fell from 226 per cent 
above to 13 per cent below the level 
of 1915. Subsequent reports, it was 
announced, will discuss certain other 
aspects of the cotton trade, particu- 
larly those relating to the operations 
of the exchanges. 

Though sowewhat «academic, the 
most important factors in the sharp 
Gecline, according to the report, were 
the marked increase in the supply and 
the decrease in demand, it being 
pointed out that domestic consump- 
tion rarged from a little less than 7 
million bales in 1916-17 to a little 
iess than 5 million bales in 1920-21,

Editor Constitution: War has been 
declared on the Mexican boll weevil 
by the boll weevil control conference 
meeting held in Atlanta, Ga., on Feb- 
ruary 20-21, 1923. 

And it was brought out in a clear 
and decisive manner that calcium ar- 
senate was the best destructive 
agent to be used in controlling this 
boll weevil. [I think there is no doubt 
about these demonstrations as our fed- 
eral government has had master minds 
working for a number of years to 
make these demonstrations and they 
would not mislead us. Now, this be- 
ing a fact what we want is arsenate 
and plenty of it and at a moderate 
price. Where is this abundant sup- 
ry of arsenate coming from? This 
war on this little bug will be lost and 
we will go down in defeat if we lack 
this one poison. We will grant you 
we have the greatest of generals and 
the best of trained troops, and yet, if 
we lack the one known agent, our 
ferces will be defeated. 

The writer has for the past five 
months been hunting for deposits of 
arsenical ores in Georgia and Ala- 
bama. There are some in both states. 
The Georgia ores are located far- 
ther from railroad transportation than 
the Alabama depoits. 

I will unhesitatingly say that there 
is plenty of raw ores in Alabama near 
the Georgia state line, and in the 
heart of the cotton belt, to poison 
every acre of cotton and control the 
weevil, and these ores can be convert- 
ed into calcium arsenate as cheaply as 
in any part of the globe. This is 
what we want to do and do it as 
quickly as it can be done, and insure 
the farmer an abundant supply of 
this much-needed commodity. 

As a boy 1 was raised on a farm 
«nd I want to do all in my power to 
help win the war that has been de- 
clared on our enemy, the bo!] weevil, 
that must be destroyed. 

In destroying this pest, some of us 
may think that there will be an over- 
production of cotton. I do not think

Railroads handling freight to or

What appeared to be the appr@aca 
of a syclone occured in Atlanta short- 


ly after 3 o'clock Monday afternoon 


during a rain storm when clouds and 
smoke hovered so low over thee city 
the darkness made it necessary for 
lights to be turned on in offices and

Besides the usual weather forecast 
of rain and warmer issued by C. F. 
Von Herrmann Monday, the meteor- 
ologist at the local station was called 
o% to issue a statement explaining 
the unusual period of darkness, 

‘The world isn’t coming to an end,” 
said Mr. Von Herrmann, “nor are we 
going to havea eyclone,. The fact of 
the case is that the wind suddenly 
changed. ‘This of course’ brought 
about a period of calm, before the 
wind could shift from south-southeast 
to north-northwest, and in that time 
smoke collected, then the wind came 
out of the northwest, bringing with it 
clouds of smoke which had been car- 
ried away. 

“Rain will probably continue Tues- 
day, though the shift in the wind 
would indicate that there is a possi- 
bility of clear weather sometime dur- 
ing the day.” 

The rain which came Monday, was 
the first to fall in Atlanta for twelve 
days.
